WORLD PLANNED BY 

U. §. NAVAL EXPERTS

ity airship which would dwarf 
the 2,600,000 capacity Los ’An- 
geles and be much larger than 
the two new 5,000,000 capacity 
ships ordered by the British 
Government for commercial use 
between England and Australia.
